The pivotal principle of Aw 
archisin, as often explained in

Denial of the right of Governments 
to invade the personal and property 
rights of the individual citizen. But 
this is just what the archistic mob

On the contrary, thoy 
and their readers will insist that 
the Chicago riots are the legitimate 
outgrowth of teachings such as we 
have promulgated through these 
columns, ignoring the patent fact 
that we stand as did Paino in reyol- 
utionary Paris, the uncompromising 
opponent of the privileged des- 
potisma af the old regime, on the 
one hand, and of the vengeful, lev- 
eling archisme of the new, on the 
other. i,

In tho May number of the Forum is 
found a diacnssion of the Labor Quos- 
tion, between W., A. Croifut and L. IP, 
Post, in which the latter champions tho 
side of labor. I have space here to 
notice but one statementof Mr. Post's. 
Mr. Croffut had said that while laborers 
had a right to stop workiug, they had 
noright to prevent others from, working, 
and must not interfero with general 
liberty in anyother way. To this Mr, 
Post uuvernaciously rejoins: 

“Such an objection to strikes cnn be 
mooted only for the sake of debate. 
There are no facts to mako it apractical 
question. Neither intimidation nor vio- 
lence ian feature of modern strikes.” 

Ithink that Mr. Post would have 
found it excoedingly difficult to crowd 
into so few words a greater amount of 
untruth. Do we all not know thata 
very large proportion of the boysotting 
whichis now going on is for the sole 
purpose of forcing men to join certain 
associutions by depriving them of all op- 
portunities to get work so long as they 
are uot “union” men? As Mr. Croffut so 
clearly and forcibly shows, large num- 
bors of “rats,” “scabs,”-non-unlon men, 
have, within the last few months, been 
most severely beaten, in some cases fa- 
tally, by union men, So it wasin the 
New York street car striko, so it waa still 
later in the attack upon the non-union 
employes of the McCormick worka in 
Chicago. 


And speaking of the latter, leads me 
to notice a statement contained in the 
circular issued by tho Socialists after tho 
shooting of the rioters inthat city on the 
2ndinst. Calling upon the strikers to 
arm for revengo and revolution, it is de- 
olarod that the doad mon, their comrades, 
wore shotdownin cold blood by the po- 
lice for pencably demanding a shortening 
ofthehoursof labor, This is not true, 
and of coures those who made the state, 
mont well knew thatthe men were killed,

and we shall find a generation of 
the samo raco which was trampled 
and submissive under tho tyranny 
of State, Church and nobility.

Thorold Rogers has shown Vy an ox- 
haustive comparison of the wages 
paid to labor and the prices of pros 
visions that the English workman was 
far Lotter off atthe close of the feudal 
peciod than at any time before or since, 
Yot it is since then that all our machinory 
has been developed, and it ig not too 
much to say that the capacity of produc- 
tion per worker his been increased 4 
hundred, fold. How then is tho present 
misery to be explained? How will the 
advocates of over-production account 
for it? Itis not suflicient to say that 
the population is many tim2s greater, 
because the productive capacity of that 
population bas increased in a atill great- 
erratio, Possibly a false economia sys- 
tem, aud not over-population is to blame; 
possibly tbe workers at the close of tho 
feudal period were happy, not becauso 
they wero fowin number, bnt because 
the feudal system having broken down 
and the new comniercial ono not having 
Btisen, they received n greater shara of 
the products of their labor than at any 
previous or succeeding time, 

France began to practice Malthusian- 
ism before Malthus gave his wonderful 
discovery tothe world. Fiancee, then, 
ought to be happy, but iu deflance 
of Malthus sho refuses to be. Fifty» 
one thousand houses in the country dis. 
tricts with no other openings than the 
door, (see Liebknecht’s Grund und 
Bodlenfrage) does not seearto the French 
people,—restless wretches that they are, 
—sufficient reward for the practice of 
thetwo children system for a century, 
and so therr leaders to quiet them, Lava 
poriodically to resort to blood lettiug, 
and the world is informed that socialism 
is once more drowned iu the blood of ita
